wells along Sheep Creek and erected 
his ambitious little absorption plant, 
he, to employ a stock phrase of the 
perfervid politician, “builded better 
than he knew.” 

When Royalite Oil Company enter¬ 
ed into the Dingman heritage and its 
absorption and compression plant 
rose, phoenix-like, from the veritable 
ashes of the Dingman venture, it 
seemed that the doxology had been 
pronounced - on Turner Valley devel¬ 
opment, and that Western Canada's 
“freak” oilfield would pursue the ev¬ 
en tenor of its way along well defin¬ 
ed lines until exhaustion wrote finis 
to its activities. 

But when Royalite’s No. 4 well 
punctured the epidermis of the “Mad¬ 
ison” lime and its roaring gas sent a 
paean of victory echoing over the 
Foothills, estimates had to be revised 
and prophecies rewritten, as is so of¬ 
ten the case when dealing with that 
evasive and erratic substance, petrol- j 
turn. 

The torch lit by Royalite No. 4, 
literally and metaphorically, was 
fiery cross that brought oil men flock 
ing to the field; that caused derricks 
to spring up- like mushrooms; that 
sent the pounding drills deeper and 
deeper into the rocks; that constrain¬ 
ed men to form companies, buy leas- 
es r - sell stocks and get on board the 
band wagon; that drove trucks and 
tractors laden with drilling material 
through mud and snow; that laid pipe 
lines; that erected tanks, bunkhouses 
and warehouses; that turned a quiet 
pastoral scene into a frenzied infer¬ 
no of hissing steam, clashing metal, 
roaring gas and yammering machin¬ 
ery; and that reached its culmination 
in “Hell’s half-acre” where leaping 
and twisting flames gave lurid testi¬ 
mony to the untrammeled industry 
and wasteful energy of man. 

Royalite ,No. 4 with its modest 3,- 
185 feet of ^hole, was the precursor 
of 172 wells which penetrated a total 
depth of 138 miles into the earth’s 
crust. Royalite No. 4, with its 20 
million cubic feet of gas a day and 
its 400 barrels of naphtha, was the 
first fruits of the 400 billion feet of 
gas and the 6 million barrels ' of 
crude naphtha which the Turner 
Valley has since contributed to Can¬ 
ada’s non-metallic production. 

Oil development in the Turner Val¬ 
ley is an apt illustration of the, kalei 
oscopic changes which the industry 
has to make from day to day in order 
to meet unexpected problems and 
conditions as they arise. 

The original Royalite plant seemed 
quite adequate to handle the low pres 
sure gas from the existing wells and 
extract from it a modest percentage 
of gasoline, but when Royalite No. 4 
blew in, with a pressure of perhaps 
2,000 pounds to the square inch, com¬ 
pressors were passe and the Smith 
Separator made its first appearance 
in the field. Subsequent producing 
wells were all equipped with separa¬ 
tors which, with the high initial pres¬ 
sures prevailing, gave practically 100 
per cent recovery of the crude naph¬ 
tha with which the gas was impreg¬ 
nated. __ 

It was only logical that the City of 
Calgary should be interested in the 
disposition of the natural gas being 
I produced at her doors and arrange¬ 
ments were soon made to connect the 
field with the mains which carried 
domestic and industrial heat and pow 
er to this thriving centre. But there 
were odorous reasons which made 
Turner Valley gas unpopular in Cal¬ 
gary and again the industry had to 
wave its magic wand and erect an 
imposing plant which eliminated the 
noxious sulphur content from the gas 
and made it fit for domestic use. 

This is a picture of Turner Valley 
in its heyday. Drilling wells con¬ 
stantly reaching down to the prolific 
lime, batteries of separators distill¬ 
ing the volatile naphtha from the gas 
the Royalite scrubbing plant cleans¬ 
ing gas for Calgary’s use, and a roar 
ing conflagration on the banks of 
Sheep Creek where the surplus gas 
was wantonly and wastefully destroy 
ed. There is a catch phrase about 
three generations from shirt-sleeves 
to shirt sleeves. The metaphor 
might easily have become applicable 
to Turner Valley had it not been re¬ 
cognized that action must be taken to 
curb prodigality and- conserve the 
resources of the field. Steps to this 
end included curtailment of drilling, 
proration of production and the re-

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THIS WORLD WE LIVE IN 


Miracles of science have succeeded each other with 
such rapidity in the past few years, that most the time 
we seem immunized against a spirit of wonder. Our ca¬ 
pacity for marvelling and even our power of appreciation 
has become dulled. But periodically, something occurs 
that arrests attention, and we cast back to the days of 
our youth when the commonplace mechanisms of today 
were scarcely imagined. 

The other evening the Winnipeg broadcasting station 
was sending out messages to remotest points of the West. 
Christmas messages they were, messages of affection and 
cheer wafted into the ether, to be picked up in little 
homes unbelievably isolated in the far north. Baffin Land 
I ort Chipewyan, Fort Resolution, one after another the 
ice-bound outposts of the North were called. The mes¬ 
sages were from mother—mostly from mother— from' the 
family, from the gang, from friend or relation on the 
"outside." And as the names of individuals were called, 
one tried to visualize all those people in the far north, 
whose eyes were brightened, and hearts warmed by the 
messages “hot” from home. Even those who, wrapped 
in the security of civilization, regard the radio as a some¬ 
what doubtful addition to human happiness! could not fail 
to respond to the wonder of it, in bringing lonely people 
into touch with their loved ones. And in the rapidly de¬ 
veloping agencies for linking remote outposts with the 
older world, one cannot overlook the airplanes nor the 
heroes of the air. 

There come moments also in the modern moving pic¬ 
ture theatre, when the spectator is amazed at the wealth 
of knowledge brought to us ! by means of the screen. 
Nightly our own theatre, and others all over the world 
are presenting up-to-the-minute news dashes of signifi¬ 
cant or dramatic scenes. They show the actions and re¬ 
actions of other nationalities on gala occasions and in 
daily labor. They show living conditions, customs, ach¬ 
ievements. They open our eyes to the essential brother¬ 
hood of man. Old time prejudices born of ignorance or 
biased reading, fall before the accurate, unimaginative 
eye of the camera. This may be motfi?'powerful influence 
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ine .New Year of 1930 was forecast as one “pregnant 
with promise.” We saw a great future for the town and 
district. Housing accommodation was at a premium, the 
Turner Valley patronage was a great commercial asset, 
there were industrial expectations. We spoke confidently 
of "broadening horizons and enlarging opportunities.’’ 

We greeted the New Year of 1931 also with quite up¬ 
lifted spirit, though admitting that ‘the passing of 1930 
is not greatly mourned.” It is admitted also, that this 
district in common with other parts of the earth has felt 
the depression of world conditions, and experienced a try¬ 
ing year. “Locally, however, the district enjoyed the fav¬ 
or of nature to an unusual degree, and there seems sub¬ 
stantial hope that economic affairs are onthe upturn with 
prosperity round the comer.” 

By the time we reach January of 1932 we are quite 
frankly admitting that the year on the whole has been 
none too good; our passion for looking on the bright side 
has toned down and we are humbly but definitely impat¬ 
ient with optimistic predictions. However, our own con¬ 
dition looms bright in contrast with European affairs 
which were in critical condition in 1931. The Austro- 
German Customs Tax Union in March roused hostility 
from France, the Vienna bank crash was disastrous eco¬ 
nomically; Pres. Hoover’s moratorium debt plan was op¬ 
posed by France, bringing innumerable failures in Ger¬ 
many and France’s growing domination through her 
“golden bullets” fostered unrest. The outlook from a 
world standpoint was not good. 

In January of 1933, we greet Technocracy, the C. C. F. 
as new possibilities and theories on every hand. It is 
asserted that remedial legislation is long overdue, and 
that the three year old policy of procrastination is bound 
to produce revolt in the average mind. “So long as there 
is ho disposition to lighten the burden of the primary 
producer, it may be expected that new parties and poli¬ 
cies will gain adherents.’’ 

Well, the primary producer fS.still without relief. Cat¬ 
tle this year were the lowest price in history, dropping to 
2 cents a pound for choice steers, and from 1 cent to 1 Vi 
for good beef. Pork was as low as 2 cents a pound, 
though mounting in recent weeks to 6.35. The low level 
in other lines has not been relieved. 

Who would dare predict for 1934? 
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NATIONAL PLANNING 
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Alberta 


National planning and national marketing boards have 
been Instituted in other countries on a very extensive 
scale. It is apparently the most approved system of solv¬ 
ing the domestic phases of primary production. It would 
seem that this legislative planning has had beneficial re¬ 
sults. Sweden is probably the country farthest advanced 
in controlling the whole economic situation by the fixing 
of relative values of goods and .purchasing power. Aus¬ 
tralia’s stabilization committee has certain fixed prices, 
and pays a bounty on wheat, at the same time exercising 
certain production restrictions. United States has an Ag¬ 
ricultural Adjustment Act which seeks to reduce produc¬ 
tion, bonusing the grower for acreage or quantity reduc¬ 
tion. 

The British Isles have brought practically all agricul¬ 
tural activity under National Boards, and how much this 
has to do with the generally improved conditions in the 
Old Country is not stated. Certainly it must have some 
effect, and the Christmas reports from England indicate 
the most prosperous condition for 20 years, throughout 
the countryside. 

Canada lags far behind other countries, particularly in 
any price control of livestock. Wheat growers have great¬ 
ly improved the machinery of operation. For 25 years 
they have fought against certain injustices in connection 
with the trade. But it is acknowledged that Canada 
wheat growers have'at last secured tht finest legislation 
in the world. If the livestock interests could co-operate 
in the same way, as the grain interests, they might at¬ 
tain sonfething of the same results. 

However, livestock growers have not co-ordinated as 
they might have done, and despite machinery, the grain 
trade is in a bad way. The Canadian “Wheat Pools re¬ 
commend that if Canadian farmers subscribe to the wheat 
quota, a domestic price be set on a parity with prices of 
other goods for all wheat processed for domestic use. 

A fixed domestic price for wheat would lead eventually 
to fixed prices of other commodities. The livestock in¬ 
dustries are urging strongly a National Marketing Board

NATIONAL MARKETING 

It would appear that some plap of government control 
of agricultural products will at least be considered at the 
next session of Parliament. Pressure from primary pro¬ 
ducers all over Canada is having its effect, and in Ottawa 
it has been acknowledged that some “planned economy” is 
necessary to restore the foundation of Canada’s prosper¬ 
ity. 

The British Columbia Fruit Growers have this season 
instituted a most determined drive for some government 
action to protect the apple grower. Like many other pro¬ 
ducers, they feel that they are entitled to their “cent a 
pound” on apples, without any need of raising the price 
to consumers. They feel that too many other elements 
are profiting unduly, in the wide spread between producer 
and consumer. 

The urge for government intervention is heard on .all 
sides. Five major divisions of agriculture are involved in 
the drive for legislative action, and it seems impossible 
that such a proportion of the population can be ignored. 
The potato growers, the milk producers, the fruit and 
vegetable growers, the livestock men and the wheat far¬ 
mers all have proposals which have been presented at 
Ottawa. ^ 

If production and marketing of agricultural produce 
are brought under government control this will be a rev¬ 
olutionary step in Canadian industry. If production is 
regulated, then all marketing operation must also be reg¬ 
ulated, and all exploitation of the producer removed.There 
seems to be a greater inclination to limit production, 
than to interfere with the uncertainty of prices. If this 
legislation becomes effective even to a limited extent, it 
will be an entirely new era in Canadian agriculture.

IN SCOTLAND AGAIN 


NEW YOUTH MOVEMENT 
In Ontario there has sprung up, a New Youth Move¬ 
ment. It plans to join 100,000 Canadian rural youths to¬ 
gether, for the development of a better Canada, agricul¬ 
turally. It is said that the movement is non-political, and 
independent of existing political forces. The aim is a 
study of world conditions which have been so greatly al¬ 
tered by science and machinery 

It is further insisted that the (movement is not an or¬ 
ganization, but is more in the nature of the Oxford move¬ 
ment, a spontaneous getting together for the purpose of 
study, and the ultimate purpose of a better Canada. 

Certainly there is need and room for action on the part 
of Canadian youth. Any group of young people brought 
together for a study of national and international condi¬ 
tions, cannot fail to direct the mind in a helpful way. 
There should be a result at least, in broader thinking. 
Why this particular youth movement should be confined 
to rural youth is not explained. There appears to be too 
much urban vs. rural spirit already existing in the coun¬ 
try, and any real advance in thought or action will come 
only when the distinction between rural and urban inter¬ 
ests is removed. A movement embracing all youth of 
every environment and occupation, would bring about 
much more in an exchange of ideas, and a spirit of com¬ 
promise. Only by recognizing that all industry of Canada 
is inter-dependent and inter-locked can there be a real

Motor licenses in Alberta will con¬ 
tinue for the coming year on the 
same basis as at present, though with 
a number of important concessions 
in the way of part-term reductions, 
it is announced by Premier Brown¬

The license year will remain the 
same as the calendar year, and the 
scale of license fees will also contin¬ 
ue the same. On April 1, however, 
there will be a 20 per cent, reduction 
for cars taking out licenses for the 
rest of the year, and a further cut 
will take effect July 1, when a 40 
per cent reduction will be made for 
the remaining six months. On this 
basis licenses will begin to issue, as 
usual, on January 2. 

Premier BrowMee said that the 
government had given careful consid¬ 
eration to the petition filed by the Al¬ 
berta Motor Association, asking for 
a ohange in the license year to cor¬ 
respond with the fiscal year, but had 
decided that “ for this year at least, 
it cannot accede to the request.” 

Such a change, the premier pointed 
out, would mean a loss of approxi¬ 
mately *800,000 on the revenue of the 
present fiscal year.

HORSE TRADE WHEN WEST WAS 
HAS COME BACK YOUNG AND ACTIVE 


President Alta. Horse Breeders Asso. 
And thers Assured That Future is 
Good 
— 

At a recent gathering of Alberta 
Horse Breeders’ Association, Presi¬ 
dent J. Nichols spoke hopefully of a 
brisk demand for horses in the com¬ 
ing spring and Prof. Sackville en¬ 
couraged' this belief. , 

Farmers could make as much by 
feeding good colts, as they could any¬ 
thing else on the farm, said S. G, 
Carlyle, live stock commissioner. 

Mr. Nichols referred to the need of 
a stallion bonus policy and during 
the meeting there was a telegram 
read from Hon. Robt. Weir, federal 
minister, stating that the terms of 
the new policy would be announced 
in January. 

Last year there were the following 
enrolment of heavy horses in Alber¬ 
ta: Percherons 261, Clydes 126, Bel¬ 
gians 85, Shires 16, Suffolk Punch 5 
—a total of 493. 

Dr-. Percy Talbot, provincial veter¬ 
inarian, referred to the stock deple¬ 
tion, suggested four ways in which 
recovery could be assisted: 

1—Assistance to stallion owners; 
2—aid to owners of good grade 
mares; 3—help for the small breed¬ 
ers of purebreds; 4—aid to those in 
outlying districts not near registered 
stallions, by loan of young sires, 
along the lines of the bull clubs. 

There was a very serious drop in 
the number of horses exported last 
year, as compared with other recent 
years, which was due to the home 
demand, said S. G. Carlyle, 
sympathy and understanding amongst 
the varied.interests. 

While agriculture is the major in¬ 
dustry of' Canada, this New Youth 
Movement will be only relatively suc¬ 
cessful unless it embraces all youth. 
It is not necessary to preach the gos- 
pe of a new deql for agriculture, to 
farmers or farmers’ sons, But it is 
necessary to enlist the sympathy and 
intelligence of city youth also. 

RESTORE LONDON 
AS GOLD MARKET 

With the Close of 1933 Other Nations 
Pour Gold Into London, Kngland 
Banks 

Canada, like South Africa, France, 
Germany, India and Australia, has 
been pouring gold into London to 
such such an extent that the end of 
the year finds the banks holding more 
precious metal on account for other 
countries than ever before in their 
history. 

Just before Christmas, in six sue-, 
cessive days, bullion to the value of 
$18,000,000 was received in London, 
and by December 31 its estimated 
total for the year will have reached 
the unprecedented figure of $1,200,- 
000,000. 

Exports totalled $300,000,000, leav¬ 
ing a net balance in favor of Britain 
of $900,000,000. Much of this has 
been added to the Bank of England’s 
existing gold hoards and the remain¬ 
der is kept in joint stock banks. 

Financiers regard these extraor¬ 
dinary imports of gold as, the highest 
tribute that could be paid to London’s 
stability, and since the United States 
abandoned the gold Standard as re¬ 
storing London permanently to its old 
predominance as -the world's gold 
market.

NATURAL GAS PLANT

pressuring of the Bow Island sands 
with surplus gas from Turner Valley. 

Intimation that the field, in spite 
of these measures, was on the wane, 
was conveyed by decreasing press¬ 
ures on a majority of the wells. This 
led to a loss of efficiency on the part 
of the separators and consequent re¬ 
duction in naphtha recovery. As a re¬ 
sult of the gases leaving the separa¬ 
tors carried an appreciable percen¬ 
tage of naphtha; a percentage which, 
in these nickle-sqeer.ing days, com¬ 
monly referred to as “The Depres¬ 
sion,” was too valuable to lose. 

Again the industry proved itself 
equal to the changing conditions. A 
natural gasoline extracting plant has 
been built to handle the residual 
gases and wring from them the ulti- 
matje drop of moisture. This plant is 
undier the expert supervision of S.G. 
Coultis and C. W. Ward, men of long 
experience in the wayward tenden¬ 
cies of Turner Valley wells and thor¬ 
oughly skilled in plant operation. 

In building this plant, the Royalite 
Oil Company incorporated all that is 
newest and best in equipment and 
procedure, the operations being in ac¬ 
cordance with elaDorate formulae gov¬ 
erning th v e separation of the various 
hydrocarbon components. The process 
briefly and non-technically, is as fol¬ 
lows. Absorption oil is cycled 
through- Hhe absorbers in contact 
with the gas and then is passed 
through the distilling apparatus. In 
the absorbers the moisture in the gas 
(natural gasoline) is absorbed by the 
oil and in the distillation unit the 
natural gasoline is removed from the 
oil and transferred to storage tanks. 

This product must be treated for 
corrosion and blended with heavier 
petroleum constituents in order to 
make it usable and, due to its highly 
volatile nature, the quantity of nat¬ 
ural gasoline which can b*e included 
in motor spirits is definitely limited. 

The plant was placed in operation 
during May of this year and results 
were gratifying from the start. At 
the present time, approximately 90,- 
000,000 cubic feet of gas is passing 
through the plant daily and such is 
the efficiency of the process that the 
stripped gas which now goes up in 
flame is estimated to be as dry as the 
Sahara desert, all of the natural gas¬ 
oline having been recovered. 

It was a simple and comparatively 
inexpensive process -to link up a pro¬ 
ducing well to a separator and let na¬ 
ture take its course, but, when the 
construction of such" an elaborate and 
intricate plant was involved it be¬ 
came necessary to have the assurance 
of a sufficiency of gas to keep’the 
plant in operation. This was immed¬ 
iately available from wells which 
showed a loss of egiciency in separa¬ 
tion due to lowering pressures—the 
wells of the Royalite Company itself, 
and those of companies subsidiary to 
Or associated with Imperial Oil. As 

time goes on and pressures drop the 
necessity will arise for processing 
gas from other sections of the Turner 
Valley, and the plant’has been so con 
structed that sufficient units can be 
added to care for the entire produc¬ 
tion of the field. 

The C.N.R. has shown increase in

Public Control and Education Need¬ 
ed to Overcome Dangers of Human 
Elements 

It has been found in the United 
Kingdom that more than 80 per cent, 
of accidents are due to failure of the 
human element. Five per cent, of 
the mishaps are due to vehicular de¬ 
fects and 2V* per cent to road defects 
Pedestrians number about half the 
victims on the road and more than 
70 per cent of the accidents in which 
they figure are due to errors of judg¬ 
ment on their part. With regard to 
errors of judgment generally ^ that is, 
on the part of drivers of all sorts of 
vehicles, including bicycles, 40 per 
cent is the figure. The most signifi¬ 
cant feature of the statistics is that 
only two out of every hundred acci¬ 
dents can be described as unavoid¬ 
able. This is signal proof that if driv 
ers and pedestrians would only em¬ 
ploy common prudence and observe 
the ordinary safety rules, there 
would <be very few accidents indeed. 
The automobiles are easily controlled 
the roads are generally safe and the 
regulations are understandable, so it 
remains only for the “human ele¬ 
ment” to do its part for its own safe¬ 
ty. Education and police control 
shoqjd be effective -measures in the 
latter respect.—Exchange.
